Ev ery Christm as brings reports of 
fires that did not end so fortu n ­ 
ately. Four lessons are pointed out 
by the National Board of Fire Un­ 
derw riters from this incident. 
First is the im portance of pur­ 
chasing 
stan dard 
wire, 
fuses, 
plugs, sockets and se s of C hrist­ 
mas tree 
lights—that 
is, 
those 
bearing the approv al label of U n­ 
derw riters’ Laboratories. In 
ad­ 
dition, hav e all extra wiring done 
by a licensed electrician, detach 
appliances when not in use and 
don ’t hang wires ov er nails. 
Second is the folly of using in ­ 
flam m able decorations for 
trees 
an d rooms. (Incom bustible deco­ 
rations are now on sale.) All paper 
and tissue wrappings from pack­ 
ages should also be disposed of at 
once. 
The last two lessons stand to 
the credit of the Sanfords: They 
used the correct method of putting 
out flames in clothing and they 
kept fire 
extinguishers 
handy. 
When clo hing catches fire, the 
person should nev er run, but al­ 
ways get down on the floor and 
roll in a rug or blanket, holding 
it tight about the neck to protect 
the face. Fire extinguishers many 
times will stop a fire before it 
gets dangerous. 
Still other essential precautions 
are: 
In struct children 
carefully 
in 
the use of toys, especially electri­ 
cal ones. Av oid toys req uirin g ar: 
alcohol or kerosene lamp. Fliim y 
motion picture machines should be 
av oided, as children may borrow 
or ren t inflam m able film and at­ 
tem pt to use it. 
Smoking: In rooms decorated for 
the holidays and w here 
excited 
children are playing, smoking Is 
apt to be dangerous. Considerate 
smokers will use another room, 
r Candles: 
Nev er 
use 
lighted 
candles for decorations. They are 
especially hazardous on trees, and 
on window sills w here curtain s 
may be blown against them. 
Trees: Set trees up securely and 
at some distance 
from 
lighting 
and heating fixtures. A new type 
of stand, which holds the butts in 
w ater, keeps trees greener. O ther­ 
wise, the heat of a house dries out 
a tree and soon makes it a real 
hazard. A good precaution is *o 
take down the tree and dispose 
of it a few days after Christmas. 
Santa Claus: Don’t let old Kris 
Kringle him self be a fire hazard. 
Oftentimes his costume or “whis­ 
kers” would burn furiously if ac­ 
cidentally 
ignited.

man. Costume and cotton beard 
can be made safer if sprayed witn 
a solution of water-glass, v hicn 
is obtainable at all drug stores.

The most conservative estim ate 
of an anticipated total of traffic 
fatalities for 1934 is 36,000 dead. 
That will m ean an increase of

5,000 
over 
last 
year. 
It will be an increase of 3,000 
over the worst year, 1931. 
I It is highly significant that near­ 
ly 50 per cent of the total killed 
so far this year w ere pedestrians, 
a great percentage of whom died 
as a result of their own careless­ 
ness or their disregard of regu­ 
lations affecting pedestrian move­ 
ments.

bearing the approval label of Un­ 
derw riters’ Laboratories. In

dition, have all extra wiring done 
by a licensed electrician, detach 
appliances when not in use and 
don’t hang wires over nails. 
Second is the folly of using in ­ 
flam m able decorations for 
trees 
and rooms. (Incom bustible deco­ 
rations are now on sale.) All paper 
and tissue w rappings from pack­ 
ages should also be disposed of at 
once. 
The last two lessons stand to 
the credit of the Sanfords: They 
used the correct method of putting 
out flames in clothing and they 
kept fire 
extinguishers 
handy. 
Wht n clo hing catches fire, the 
person should never run, but al­ 
ways get down on the floor and 
roll in a rug or blanket, holding 
it tight about the neck to protect 
the face. Fire extinguishers many 
tim es will stop a fire before it 
gets dangerous. 
Still other essential precautions 
are: 
Instruct children 
carefully 
in 
the use of toys, especially electri­ 
cal ones. Avoid toys requiring ar 
alcohol or kerosene lamp. Flimsy 
motion picture machines should be 
avoided, as children may borrow 
or rent inflam m able film and at­ 
tem pt to use it. 
Smoking: In rooms decorated for 
the holidays and where 
excited 
children are playing, smoking is 
apt to be dangerous. Considerate 
smokers will use another room. 
a Candles: 
Never 
use 
lighted 
candles for decorations. They are 
especially hazardous on trees, and 
on window sills where curtains 
may be blown against them. 
Trees: Set trees up securely and 
at some distance 
from 
lighting 
and heating fixtures. A new type 
of stand, which holds the butts in 
w ater, keeps trees greener. O ther­ 
wise, the heat of a house dries out 
a tree and soon makes it a real 
hazard. A good precaution is *o 
take down the tree and dispose 
of it a few days after Christmas. 
Santa Claus: Don’t let old Kris

over the Jones-M unger act, which 
became effective July 24, 1933. 
Judge

A total of $176,230.76 has been 
spent for unem ploym ent relief in 
Scott County since the inception of 
federal relief in Septem ber, 1932. 
Of this am ount only $7,263.10 
was from local public funds, ac­ 
cording to figures furnished 
the 
state relief adm inistration by lo­ 
cal authorities. 
While this expenditure from lo­ 
cal funds com pares favorably with 
that of counties similarly situated, 
it is far from being adequate in 
the opinion of the relief adm in­ 
istration. 
“Local self-governm ent implies 
f5cal self-support,” said Wallace 
Crossley, state relief adm inistra­ 
tor, in commenting on the tenden­ 
cy of counties to relax their ef­ 
forts to m eet their share of the 
relief bill. 
“The city or county which n e ­ 
glects to perform its duty to its 
own less fortunate citizens,” Mr. 
Crossley continued, “is not only 
repudiating its moral obligations 
and its governm ental responsibi­ 
lities but is 
damaging 
its

character and is actually hindering 
national recovery.” 
Total relief expenditures in this
